DEATH OF CAMPMEETING JOHN ALLEN— 


HIS DEATH MOST APPROPRIATELY OC- 
CURS AT A CAMPMEETING. 
A Farmington despatch of Wednesday 


says: This community was greatly shock- 
ed this evening on the receipt of a telegram 
by Rev. E. Gerry, from Rev. C. E. Bisbee, 
dated East Livermore Campground, an- 
nouncing that Rev. John Allen, commonly .

burned in the great fire last October, since 
which time he had resided with a daughter 
in Boston. He started from there the first 
of the week to attend a cnmpmeeting in 
Massachusetts, but the train carried him 
past the point, so he concluded to keep on 
to the East Livermore meeting. 
His 


funeral will be on the campground Friday 
afternoon at one o'clock. 


Tbe deceased was born March 7, 1795,

Much space is also devoted to 
an explanation of its opposition to Mr. 
Blaine; and here again the old Mugwump 
clamor crops out, and we are assured by 
the Republican, as by all Mugwump pa- 
pers, that "no platform could have made 
"the 
candidate acceptable to them or 


"could make him acceptable upon nn- 
"oC-her trial." 


All this is tbreshiug old straw, bnt whe.i 


it comes to the point at issue the Repub- 
lican beats around the bush. 
It thinks a 


Republican ticket with Lincoln and Haw- 
ley or Lincoln and GOT. Robinson at its 
head would be a strong one, but it does 
not give any assurance that It would sup- 
port such a ticket. The most it can say is, 
that the Democratic party will renominate 
Mr. Cleveland, that his A ministration has 
been in the main a success, and that it 
would be proud to see two such patriots 
competing for the Presidency. It ventures 
[ar enough to predict that "Mr. Lincoln's 
"candidacy upon a liberal platform, pledg- 
ing tbe party to the maintenance of Ad- 
•'cninistrativelreform, would recover apor- 
"tion of the Mugwump vote, and that an- 
"otheii portion would,be guided by attach- 
'•ment to Mr. Cleveland to continue in 
"his support upon the ground that a 
"change of Administration having been 
"effected for four years should properly 
"be allowed continuance for another term" 
—and this In the face of the Civil Service 
Ileforra Association's solemn declaration 
that the Administration had signally failed 
to make good its pledges. 


It is probable that the Imta Stale Regis- 


ter did not expect a categorical answer 
to its question, and so will not be disap- 
pointed. It all turns, after all, upon the 
assurance of Mr. Curtis in Harper's Weekly 
that no man whom the Republicans can 
name will be supported by the Mugwumps 
in case of Mr. Cleveland's renomination. 
The suggestion of Judge Gresham as a 
candidate by the Indiana Mugwumps has 
been contemptuously-set down upon by 
the Eastern Mugwump organs. 
From 


this point of view it requires considerable 
audacity for them to make any sugges- 
tions as to candidates to the Republican 
party.
